And that this 
is the principal, nay: only Qualification of the Bark 
(however injuſtly celebrated for promoting inſenſible 
Perſpiration) is hence demonſtrable, from its being 
a noble and {ate Medicine join'd with other Ingre- 
dients, as well in obſtinate Looſeneſſes, as in a con- 
tinual and immoderate Profuſion of Sweat. Nor do 
I condemn altogether the Uſe of it in Agues, all I 
contend for is, that Mankind would in Mercy to 
themſelves forbear taking it, till the Body has been 
ſo prepared, that it may be adminiſter d with Safe- 
ty; for if this is not attended to, it will intallibly 
do Miſchief, without a Poſſibility of doing Gd. 
As for the Sick, they muſt be particularly careful 
with relation both to Meat and Drink; all ſalt 
Victuals muſt be avoided, eſpecially what has been 
dry d in the Smoak, they mult likewiſe forbear eating 
Pork, Cucumers, Melons, Grapes, and all other raw 
Fruits, and conform for a little while to a ſpare Diet, 
remembering that what Food ſoever is taken down 
nouriſhes more the Diſeaſe than it does them, and 
not to eat ot drink any N. that is not Milk-warm, -
